Sixteenth  Annual  Report. 


THE  Committee  have  pleasure  in  presenting  the  Sixteenth 
Annual  Report,  from  which  it  will  be  seen  that  the 
work  of  the  Hospital  still  shows  very  considerable 
increase,  and  interest  in  the  welfare  of  the  Hospital  is 
particularly  marked  in  many  cases  by  those  best  able  to  judge 
of  its  merits. 

It  is  always  a  cause  of  great  satisfaction  to  the  Committee 
— no  less  than  to  the  Staff — when  ex-patients  express,  as  they 
have  done  in  many  ways,  their  appreciation  of  the  treatment 
accorded  them,  and  the  Committee  take  this  opportunity  of 
thanking  all  those  who  have,  either  directly  or  indirectly, 
furthered  the  work  of  the  Hospital  as  a  return  for  benefits 
received. 

During  the  year  under  review,  the  Cases  treated  com¬ 


prised  the  following  : —

a  total  of  818  compared  with  714  in  the  previous  year. 

No  less  than  3160  Massage  and  Electrical  Treatments 
were  given,  an  increase  of  851  as  compared  with  last  year, 
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and  the  Committee  desire  again  to  record  their  very  sincere 
appreciation  of  the  enormous  amount  of  work  voluntarily  done 
by  Mrs.  Fox-Warner,  the  Hon.  Masseuse  to  the  Hospital. 

There  are  now  28  beds  in  the  Hospital. 

Outpatients’  dressings  alone  numbered  3932  during  the 
year,  and  the  foregoing  figures  cannot  fail  to  emphasise  the 
evergrowing  importance  of  the  work  of  the  Hospital  in  this 
District. 

The  need  for  increased  support  will  be  realised,  when  it  is 
pointed  out  that,  in  spite  of  many  generous  gifts,  the  result  of 
the  year’s  working  shows  a  deficit,  and  in  addition  there  is  the 
serious  deficit  of  £1082  on  the  Building  Fund  Account. 

The  Committee  make  a  special  appeal  to  all  who  have  at 
heart  the  work  of  alleviation  of  pain,  to  help  thorn  in  their 
efforts  to  wipe  off  this  debt  during  the  coming  year,  and  so  save 
the  Revenue  Account  the  cost  of  interest  on  the  Building 
Fund  Account. 

It  has  been  suggested  by  one  to  whom  the  Hospital  owes 
a  very  great  debt  of  gratitude,  namely  Sir  Joseph  Skevington, 
that  the  time  has  long  since  come  when  the  Hospital  should 
adopt  a  name  more  in  keeping  with  the  present  scope  of  its 
work,  and  this  matter  will  be  considered  at  the  Annual  General 
Meeting  on  the  26th  September.
